WASHINGTON UP) — President John F. Kennedy 
apparently began speeding U.S. military units toward 
crisis-wracked Southeast Asia today in the crucial hours 
of a diplomatic showdown with Russia over the embat­ 
tled kingdom of Laos. 


Kennedy was expected to issue a major U.S. policy 
statement on the Laotian crisis at a news conference 
this aiternoon 


Meanwhile, the president awaited some reaction 
from Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev to an urgent ap­ 
peal from Britain for agreement to a cease-fire in the 
civil war in Laos. Given a cease-fire, the Western powers 
would accept a

This last-minute move on the 
diplomatic front was made bv 
Britain after consultation with 
the United States. It kept open 
the road for a negotiated set­ 
tlement and put the next step 
up to Khrushchev.

Only Mistake In Adopting A Child 
Is Waiting Until It's Too Late 


NEW YORK UB—“Should 
we try to adopt a baby? If we 
do. how do we know’ it will 
work out all right? What if 
It should turn out to be a mis­ 
take?” 
Millions of childless Ameri­ 
can couples ask themselves 
those questions. 
Many have asked my w'ife, 
Frances, and me these same 
questions since we adopted a 
5-week-old 
daughter, 
Tracy 
Ann. nearly eight years ago. 
Our answer invariably is: 
“ Don’t worry about it being 
a mistake. If you have an urge 
to adopt a child, the biggest, 
mistake you can make is to 
delay or dawdle. The sooner 
you set about making an adop­ 
tion, the more years you’ll 


have to enjoy the child.” 
People 
who 
have 
never 
adopted a child have some 
weird ideas on this subject. 
For example, they often 
mistakenly praise you by say­ 
ing, “That’s a wonderful thing 
you’re doing — to take a 
strange infant into your home 
and treat it as your own.” 
Actually, of course, it’s just 
the other way around. It is 
the child that is doing you a 
favor by widening and deep­ 
ening your life with a new 
sense of fulfillment. 
Others ask dubiously, “Do 
you ever really quite get to 
think of an- adopted child as 
your owrn flesh and blood?” 
The answer to this is. “Yes, 
but it does take time.” In our 
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own case it took a full 24 
hours. 


Since then we have been 
blindly and positively and 
overwhelmingly certain Tracy 
Ann is our very own daugh­ 
ter in every way. 
That is the greatest miracle 
of adoption. You don’t won­ 
der or doubt afterward. You 
are wonderfully, wonderfully 
sure you have done the right 
thing. You might kind of 
wish you had done it earlier 
except for one thing—if you 
had you might have missed 
getting the perfect child you 
now have. 
“But aren’t you afraid you 
might get a child with latent 
defects?” some 
people 
in­ 
quire. 
Well, so far as I know every 
child born since the begin­ 
ning of time had latent de­ 
fects of some kind—of body, 
mind or temperament, which 
show up sooner or later. That’s 
no sound reason either for 
feanng to have a child, or to 
adopt one. 


THE TRUTH IS that those 
we love endear themselves to 
us almost as much by their 
small defects as by their shin­ 
ing virtues. And children do 
a wonderful service for adults. 


By letting us care for them 
they tend to cure us of our 
own defects of selfishness 
and blind preoccupation with 
our own interests. They keep 
our world bright and young. 


LIVING ITSELF is a gam­ 
ble, and if you want a child 
and can’t have one, the best 
gamble you can take is to 
adopt one.

Record-breaking car cost $ 3 5 


Shell’s record-breaking car was a highly 


modified 1924 2-passenger coupé (see cut). 


It was rescued from a junkyard for $ 35. 


T h e only rigid requirements that had to 


be met toqualily for the Mileage Marathon 


could be written on a book of matches. 


The car had to have four rubber-tired 


wheels. It had to weigh no less than 


2000 pounds. It had to have at lca<t 100 


cu . in. piston displacement. And it had 


to use the same gasoline that am body 


could buy at a Shell sen ice station, with 


no doctoring allowed. 


After that, no holds were barred. T h e car 


that won used a standard carburetor ironi 


an old one cylinder engine. 


T ire pressures up to 110 pounds 


Some Marathon contestants inflated their 


tires as high as 110 pounds per square inch 


to reduce road*vvhecl friction. 


Such crazv pressures would, of couise, 


be quite unsafe under normal road condi­ 


tions—and hideously uncomfortable, too.

I hcv took tires that were nearly a yard in 


diameter. T his moved the car forward an 


extraordinary 9 1 z feet at every revolution. 


W hat’s more, these ancient tires were 


worn so smooth that road friction was cut 


to a minimum. Other competitors achieved a 


similar result by buffing off tlieir treads, till 


only the slimmest strip touched the road. 


s\ n rv n o te i BOM THE CHAMPS: Don’t try 


buffing the tread off your ow n tires. You risk 


more than a puncture. It might mean a blow­ 


out and a crash. 


Muffled radiator and no fan 


Many competitors went as far as to remot e 


their engine’s water pump and generator to 


save engine load. But Bern’ and Schuctte 


grandly ignored this refinement. 


1 fowevcr, they did remove their cooling 


fan to save energy. And they did muffle 


their radiator completely to save heat. 


As am body knows, all cars go hcttcrwficn 


properly warmed up. And, because our mile­ 


age champs used an “engine-off, engine-on” 


driving technique in the contest, they even 


designed a special exhaust-heated air duct 


that warmed the mixture as it was sucked 


into the carburetor. 


Incidentally, did you know that fast 


warm-up is specially provided for in today’s 


Super Shellr Its formula contains a gasoline 


ingredient called “Pcntanc Mix.”

W hen the front wheels were iackcd up 


and given an experimental push, they 


continued to spin for half an hour!

Many of the things contestants did to 
push mileage up to this world record are 
positively not recommended for informal 
marathons on the public highway. But they 
do throw’ some light on what makes a little 
gasoline go a long w ay. 1 Iere are some details. 


Record-breaking car cost $35 
Shell’s record-breaking car was a highly 
modified 1924 2 passenger coupé (sec cut). 
It was rescued from a junkyard for $35. 
The only rigid requirements that had to 
be met to qualify for the Mileage Marathon 
could be written on a book of matches. 
The car had to have four rubber-tired 
wheels. It had to weigh no less than 
2000 pounds. It had to have at least 100 
cu. in. piston displacement. And it had 
to use the same gasoline that anybody 
could buy at a Shell service station, with 
no doctoring allowed. 
After that, no holds were barred. 4 he car 
that won used a standard carburetor from 
an old one-cylinder engine. 


Tire pressures up to 110 pounds 
Some Marathon contestants inflated their 
tires as high as 110 pounds per square inch 
to reduce road-wheel friction. 
Such crazy pressures would, of couise, 
be quite unsafe under normal road condi­ 
tions—and hideouslv uncomfortable, too. 
But, under Shell’s carefully controlled 
Marathon safety rules, the onlv ill effects

were a few rattled vertebrae, some broken 


springs and an embarrassing bruise or two. 


Pressure problems for the champs 
Dave Berry and Fred Schuette, who eventu­ 
ally set the existing record, had to be satisfied 
with something less, spectacular in the tire 
pressure department. 
Their 1924 car’s beat-up tires couldn’t 
possiblv take more than 50 pounds. And, 
even then, they felt more solid than pneu­ 
matic. But there was a helpful mileage divi­ 
dend in the old, wood-spoked wheels. 
1 hey took tires that were nearly a yard in 
diameter. 4 his moved the car forward an 
extraordinary 912 feet at cvcrv revolution. 
W hat’s more, these ancient tires were 
worn so smooth that road friction was cut 
to a minimum. Other competitors achieved a 
similar result by buffing off their treads, till 
/ 
o> 
onlv the slimmest strip touched the road. 
SAFETY NOTF FROM THE CHAMPS: Don’t try 
buffing the tread off your own tires. You risk 
more than a puncture. It might mean a blow­ 
out and a crash. 


Muffled radiator and no fan 
M any competitors went as far as to remove 
their engine’s water pump and generator to 
save engine load. But Bern’ and Schuctte 
grandly ignored this refinement. 
I lowever, they did remove their cooling 
fan to save energy. And they did muffle 
their radiator complete!v to save heat. 
As am body knows, all cars go better when 
propcrlv wanned up. And, because our mile­ 
age champs used an “cnginc-off, cngine-on” 
driving technique in the contest, they even 
designed a special exhaust heated air duct 
that warmed the mixture as it was sucked 
into the carburetor.

4 here was little choice. All other gears were 
removed prior to the contest.

^ou already know the result of all this eccen­ 
tric tinkering and mad hatter driving. 
But, since “on-and-off’’ driving is illegal 
on the public road—and since most Mara­ 
thon modifications are positively dangerous 
for normal use—you may be wondering if 
Shell’s Mileage Marathon has any point.

The present law is confusing 
and leaves much to adminis­ 
trative rules. For instance, a 
pickup owner is not likely to 
be arrested for hauling a suit­ 
case, golf clubs or camping 
gear. But he is more than like­ 
ly to be stopped for hauling a 
sack of grain, bale of hay, 
gravel, trash or the like. 
Lunardi’s bill would set up 
a new non-commercial cate­ 
gory.

counties from Sierra south to 
Inyo, would set up a new regis­ 
tration category for pickups. 
At present, pickups must be 
registered commercially — a

Writer Tells Thrills Of 


Taking Stripers On Flies 


Recently J. P. Cuenin, Sun­ 
day Sports Afield writer of the 
San Francisco Examiner, spoke 
before a group of Marin Coun­ 
ty anglers on the thrilling sport 
erf taking striped bass on flies. 
He began bis talk at the Ma­ 
rin Rod and Gun Club’s fine 
btg clubhouse by pointing out 
that “Some of the best fly fish­ 
ing spots are along the Bay 
shoreline 
of 
Marin 
County. 
“The 
main 
thing,” 
said 
Cue*nin. “is to have a fly rod 
suitable for this kind of fish­ 
ing 
It should be of the steel- 
head type with sufficient pow­ 
er to cast a reasonably long 
line, which should be heavy 
enough to bring out the power 
of the rod. A rod of that type 
would have ample backbone to 
land a fairly big striper.” 
At this point three or four 
of the bovs asked in unison. 
“How big°” 
25-POUND CATCH 
“Well.” Jules replied, “I be­ 
gan fishing with flies for bass 
in the early 20s. and since then 
my largest taken on feathers 
were two 25 pounders and one 
weighing 18 pounds. The rest 
of those I caught were consid­ 
erably smaller, but all of them, 
even three to four pounders, 
put up a lively scrap. 
“The best method of acquir­ 
ing a well-balanced rod and 
line for striper fishing is to 
find a friend who is an exper­ 
ienced steel head or shad fly 
fisherman and have him ac­ 
company you to a tackle shop 
to buy the rod, then induce 
him to try his line or lines on 
it. In that way vou will learn 1 


exactly what size will fit your 
rod. 
“The best results will usual­ 
ly be obtained on the flats in 
the bay in water two to three 
feet in depth. Of course the 
water should be reasonably 
clear. If you can see your fly 
when it sinks alongside of the 
boat to a depth of one foot to 
18 inches, you can expect re­ 
sults if you are casting where 
there are fish. When the wa­ 
ter is fairly clear, flies will get 
results in 8 to 10 feet of wa­ 
ter. 
LOCATING SCHOOLS 
“To locate a school of feed­ 
ing fish, you can troll with 
spoon, feather jig or hoola 
skirt. If a fish is hooked, the 
anchor is immediately dropped, 
and casting can be done. 
“While 
trolling, 
a 
sharp 
watch should be maintained 
for feeding gulls. If you see a 
flock hovering a few feet above 
the water and diving to the 
surface, it often indicates that 
a school of bait fish has been 
driven up close to the surface 
by bass. That is a signal to 
head for the gulls. 
“Don't run the boat into the 
fleck of birds Slow down when 
100 feet short of the hot spot 
and move up slowly to within 
20 to 40 feet of the edge of 
the flock, then begin casting. 
“A long streamer fly with a 
cork head that is dropped on 
the water under the gulls and 
jerked along the surface will 
often produce a strike, and a 
streamer fly drawn through 
the water with short jerks at 


a depth of two or three feet 
will get results. 
Again Cuenin was interrupt­ 
ed with a question on the 
length and 
strength of the 
leader to be used for bass. 
LEADER SIZES 
“A long and fine leader is 
not necessary,” he replied. “A 
four to five foot leader testing 
from 8 to 12 pounds is long 
enough and fine enough. It is 
difficult to turn over the rath­ 
er large flies if a long low 
pound test leader is used. If 
you will notice the 30 to 40 
pound test leaders on which 
trollers hook bass you will un­ 
derstand that fine leaders are 
not necessary. 
“The beginner should re­ 
member that an ordinary trout 
reel is not big enough to carry 
sufficient backing to handle a 
5 to 10-pounder if he starts a 
run with the current. On the 
chance that even larger fish 
may be hooked. 100 yards of 
12 to 15-pound test braided ny­ 
lon may be required for back­ 
ing. 
ADJUSTABLE DRAG 
“This braided line is run on 
the spool of a reel large enough 
to hold it in addition to the 
shooting line and fly line, and 
the reel must have an adjust­ 
able drag which can be set to 
release line with a pull of a 
couple of pounds less than the 
test of the leader. 
“When the flats north cf 
China 
Camp are 
furnishing

Maher, who divides his living 
between Oakland and Marin, 
and Ralph Corwell of Mill Val­ 
ley. It was started as a hobby 
10 years ago in Lake County by 
Maher’s older brother who later 
dropped out of the firm. Sub­ 
sequently the business was 
moved to Contra Costa County, 
then Oakland, and early last 
year to Marinship where it 
seems to have found its most 
suitable location for future de­ 
velopment with accessability to 
principal northern California 
markets. 
EXCLUSIVE SKIS 
It manufactures exclusively 
laminated ash and mahogany 
skis, and designs, makes and 
fits bindings in much the same 
manner as custom shoes are 
made. The plant specializes in 
slalom and racing skis and is 
believed to be the only one in 
the United States giivng the lat­ 
ter equipment special technical 
attention. 
Professional ski racing has 
developed only within the last 
five years, and in northern and 
central California it became 
popular in 1958. The sport not 
only requires different tech­ 
nique and balance on the part 
of participants but variations 
in design and placement of 


bindings for maximum speed. 
Laminated ash and mahog­ 
any, in the opinion of Maher 
and Corwell, offer both an ex­ 
tra measure of durability when 
properly finished and a greater 
margin of flexibility and bal­ 
ance control to suit individual 
skiers. Perhaps the best evi­ 
dence in support of their be­ 
lief is the fact that between 
700 and 1,000 trophies have 
been captured by Maherajah 
customers in slalom and racing.

Praised 
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By WALTER T. SHANNON 
Director 
Department of Fish & Game 
Since t>he legislature decreed 
in 1953 that the Department of 
Fi*sh and Game train young­ 
sters in hunting safety, about 
185,000 young p e o p l e and 
adults have taken the course.> 
The program did not actually; 
begin until 1954. 
At present there are more 
than 3,000 volunteer instruct 
tors participating in the pro­ 
gram. giving students a mini­ 
mum of four hours training in 
shooting safety. Many teachers 
give a much more extensive 
course. 
State law requires that young 
persons 16 years of age or un­ 
der must present a certificate 
stating that they have taken 
hunter safety training before 
they can purchase a hunting 
license. After inauguration of 
the program, hunting casual­ 
ties. especially among trained 
juniors, dropped sharply. 
EXPANSION PROGRAM 
In the last year and a half 
we have taken steps to expand 
and intensify the Hunter Safe­ 
ty Training program. In 1958 
California’s program received 
the National Rifle Assn. award 
as 
the 
best 
in 
the 
United 
States. The \R A has provided 
invaluable assistance in devel­ 
oping and operating the pro­ 
gram. Hundreds of our most ac­ 
tive volunteer instructors are 
NRA members. 
Since the department has no 
way of raising revenue to pay 
hunter safety instructors, and 
yet the law requires this train­ 
ing to be given, we are wholly 
dependent upon volunteers and 
we deeply appreciate the work 
they do. 
In other efforts to help our 
volunteers we have stepped up 
departmental assistance by des­ 
ignating Hunter Safety Train­ 
ing Coordinators in each of the 
department's administrative re­ 
gions. These men, delegated 
under a plan developed by the 
departm ent’s Conservation Ed­ 
ucation 
Section, 
which 
has 
charge of hunter safety train­ 
ing, provide direct assistance 
to volunteer instructors, review 
courses given and coordinate 
department and volunteer in­ 
struction activities.

We have increased 
the available supplies of hunter 
safety training pamphlets and 
leaflets. 
We have asked instructors 
to place increasing emphasis 
on sportsmanship, fire preven­ 
tion. property protection, law 
observance, game identification 
and wildlife conservation prin­ 
ciples. in addition to the basic 
instruction in handling fire­ 
arms. 
Our 
ultimate objective 
in 
hunter safety training is to 
make hunting an absolutely 
safe sport. Considering the hu­ 
man element, this objective 
probably never will be reached, 
but we feel that our program 
may eventually come close. 
No gun. of course, ever fired 
itself, and no small arm is 
capable of aiming itself. Hu­ 
man error, ignorance or care­ 
lessness is the cause of almost 
every gun casualty, in the field 
or elsewhere.

At present there are more 
than 3,000 volunteer instruc­ 
tors participating in the pro­ 
gram, giving students a mini­ 
mum of four hours training in 
shooting safety. Many teachers 
give a much more extensive 
course. 
State law requires that young 
persons 16 years of age or un- 
doT must present a certificate 
stating that they have taken 
hunter safety training before 
they can purchase a hunting 
license. After inauguration of 
the program, hunting casual­ 
ties. especially among trained 
juniors, dropped sharply. 
EXPANSION PROGRAM 
In the last year and a half 
we have taken steps to expand 
and intensify the Hunter Safe­ 
ty Training program. In 1958 
California’s program received 
the National Rifle Assn. award 
as the best 
in the United 
States. The NRA has provided 
invaluable assistance in devel­ 
oping and operating the pro­ 
gram. Hundreds of our most ac­ 
tive volunteer instructors are 
NRA members. 
Since the department has no 
way of raising revenue to pay 
hunter safety instructors, and 
yet the law requires this train­ 
ing to be given, we are wholly 
dependent upon volunteers and 
we deeply appreciate the work 
they do. 
In other efforts to help our 
volunteers we have stepped up 
departmental assistance by des­ 
ignating Hunter Safety Train­ 
ing Coordinators in each of the 
department's administrative re­ 
gions. These men, delegated 
under a plan developed by the 
department’s Conservation Ed­ 
ucation 
Section, 
which 
has 
charge of hunter safety train­ 
ing, provide direct assistance 
to volunteer instructors, review 
courses given and coordinate 
department and volunteer in­ 
struction activities.
